Little did Edmonton people imagine 
forty years ago that this inland city could 
ever become a “port.’’

The develop- 
ment of the Namao field is the logical and 
necessary outcome of changed world con- 
ditions. Edmonton is now recognized, offi- 
cially and commercially, as the air-traffic 
“gateway” of the continent to the North- 
west and the Orient, for purposes of de- 
fence and trade 


Criminal Libel Actions 


The full requirements of justice in the 
matter of trying criminal actions will not 
be secured by the change in the Criminal 
Code which has been suggested and which 
the Department of Justice is said to be 
preparing for the present session of Parlia- 
ment. 

Section 888 of the Code says this; 

“Nothing in this Act authorizes any 
court in one province of Canada to try any 
person for any offence committed entirely 
in another province: Provided that every 
proprietor, publisher, editor or other per- 
son charged with the publication in a 
newspaper of any defamatory libel, shall 
be dealt with, indicted, tried and punish- 
ed in the province in which he resides or 
in which such newspaper is printed.” 

It has been alleged, notably in the case 
of the charges pending against three de- 
fendants in an Edmonton court, that it is 
possible to evade this provision of the 
Code and bring defendants to trial in a 
province other than their native province 
by laying a charge of conspiracy to libel. 
The proposal is to amend the code so that 
conspiracy ‘to libel and any other possible 
phases of criminal libel may be brought 
under Section 888. 

Certainly all phases of libel should be 
brought under the same rule of procedure, 


Facing the Reality 


Mr. Norman Jaques, Social Credit 
member for Wetaskiwin, told the House of 
Commons that Canada should refuse to 
send troops to Palestine if called upon 
by the Security Council to do so. The des- 
patches say he thus stated the opinion of 
the group to which he belongs, for which 
he usually speaks on external affairs. 

Parliament is thus brought face to face 
with one of the responsibilities Canada as- 
sumed in joining the United Nations, The 
Council is empowered by the Charter to 
call upon member nations to supply con- 
tingents of troops when it has to make up 
an international force to restore or pre- 
Serve peace in a turbulent or threatening 
area. That Palestine qualifies as such an 
area is hardly open to dispute. That it is up 
to the Council to act there is equally plain.

And it is equally certain that it should not 
be too easy to drag defendants halfway 
across the country to defend themselves in 
charges that might be entirely frivolous 
and be based on no other desire than to 
embarrass and cause expense to defendant 
publications and writers. 

On the other hand, if an aggrieved per- 
son is truly injured in the province in 
which he lives by a publication printed in 
another province, neither should he have to 
go to undue expense to find redress in a 
court hundreds of miles away. 

It seems obvious that the jurisdiction of 
the court in such matters should be deter- 
mined, not by the place in which an offend- 
ing publication is printed, but by the 
places in which it circulates. On the face 
of it, it would seem that a publication with 
an entirely local circulation could commit 
criminal libel only where it is read. On the 
contrary, a publication with a national cir 
culation could libel a man on the other side 
of the country if its issues were read there 
in sufficient numbers to cause him sub- 
stantial harm. 

Conspiracy to libel should be under the 
same rule as straight defamatory libel. But 
Section 888 should also be amended in its 
final line to read “published” rather than 
“printed.” 


Few if any people in Canada are anxi- 
us to send our fighting men there, or even 
willing to do so, But if Canada should re- 
fuse to heed a summons from the Council 
every other member of the UN would be 
equally entitled to refuse not only to send 
troops to Palestine but to any area, on de- 
mand of the Council. 

If that principle of the right to refuse 
were established, the dependability of the 
UN as a preserver of peace would be gone. 
If the right were exercised in any general 
way, the organization would be impotent. 
Canada must either be in the organization 
or out of it. If we are going to be in it to 
any real purpose, we will have to support 
it by action, not by words only—however 
reluctant to send troops to Palestine or any 
other breeding ground of war.
